ly. Try to find out exactly where 
the fire is coming from and put 
all your firepower in there." 


"That's exactly 
what I'm 


doing, sir," said McMahon, "but 
the jungle is so thick it's impos- 
sible to see where they are. We 


are 
receiving fire from all 


sides." 


All around McMahon and the 


men of D Company were sol- 
diers of the North Vietnamese 
324B Division. 


For McMahon, who comes 


from Oceanside, Long Island, 
N.Y., the encirclement last Fri- 
day morning began a three-day 
nightmare of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 


The North Vietnamese, using 


classic ambush tactics, had let 
D Company's two lead platoons 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 


Heavy Casualties 


The third platoon, under with- 


ering fire from machine guns 


and small arms, took heavy 
casualties but managed to work 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons.

The nine members of the legislature's 


Joint finance committee who voted 'for; 
approval of the special Kellett Committee 
recommendation for a 50 per cent increase 
in lawmakers' salaries are to be congratu- 
lated for their courage. The opposite votes 
of the other five members are understand- 
eble since almost all of them are running 
for re-election this year.

difficulty of keeping legislative salaries in 
line with the times and demonstrates the 
wisdom of the method by which a figure of 
$8,400 per year was selected.

We believe firmly that 
the much more liberal scale tis required to 
retain the sendees of 'our most capable 
present legislators and hopefully to attract 
others well qualified. 


The s\Vift adoption of annual legislative 


sessions is a necessary corollary to the new 
pay scale. Biennial sessions requiring. 
estimates of government revenues and 
expenditures more than two years in 
advance produce haphazard judgments at 
the least 
and more likely result in 


considerable 
waste of tax monies. A 


constitutional amendment providing for 
this change should be one of- the first 
orders of business in the 1967 session. 


It is also significant that the new salary 


schedule was adopted just as the campaign 
for election of an entirely new state 
assembly and one-third of the state senate 
swings into peak-'activity.

The 
administrative 
bureaucracy 
at 


Madison has begun its all-out attack on the 
Kellett Committee's plans for reorganiza- 
tion of state government bureaus and 
commissions even before the plans have 
been finalized or published. The tentative 
report of the special study committee set 
up by the legislature is being circulated to 
various state agencies^for their comments, 
and three of them ha\e already chosen to 
broadcast those comments through the 
press rather than communicating with the 
Kellett Committee. The reason for choice of 
that method of communication is fairly ob- 
vious. The agencies hope thereby to muster 
public support against any attempt to 
meddle with their present structure. 


The latest blast is the most curious of 


the three, coming from the chairman of 
the State Industrial Commission. Joseph 
Fagan. Earlier the State Board of Health 
and the State Conservation Commission 
had led off the attack, and with more 
reason, since those agencies would both be 
altered in a major way under the present 
plan. But the Industrial Commission is one 
of the few which would survive virtually 
intact. 


The basic principle of the Kellett 


Committee's plans is that the more than 90 
present state agencies would be grouped 
into about 15 and each would be headed by 
a secretary appointed by and directly 
responsible to the governor. It is the so- 
called cabinet form of executive organiza- 


tion, modeled after the federal govern- 
ment. 


As an example, the three commission- 


ers who now head the Industrial Commis- 
sion would be replaced by a secretary who 
would be the administrative head of the 
agency, and two hearing commissioners, all 
three appointed by the governor, and they 
would serve at his pleasure. Presently the 
three commissioners are also appointed by 
the governor, but they serve for definite 
terms, which means that an incoming 
governor cannot make an appointment 
until a vacancy occurs. 


Fagan says this means that "you will 


have the Democrats in for a couple of 
years, then they will be replaced by the 
Republicans for the next few years. It

Through a se- 
ries of mixed public-private 
foundations and commissions, 
an effective way was found to 
apply these funds to basic 
research projects in the uni- 
versities and research centers. 


The momentary sense of 


failure caused by Sputnik only 
yielded an intensified effort 
and, by this year, if not 
earlier, it was plain that the 
primary mission had been 
achieved.

Under the 
direction of the President's 
scientific adviser, Donald Hor- 
nig, expert panels have been 
set up to chart the way ahead 
in different fields for the next 
ten years.

debate has been the isolation 
of hard questions.

Big Business Guilty 
Of False Economies

hour late for dinner, and the 
husband apologized that a

emergency" had 


held them up. 


"We'd just be a detriment if we took an interest in poll- 


tics, Senator! Our fund-raising dinners ALWAYS lose money!"

It turned out that one of his 


most valuable employes had 
suddenly given notice, and it 
took a two-hour conference to 
persuade him to stay, at a 
considerably higher salary. 


"He's worth the extra sal- 


ary," my friend explained, 
"and I would have given it to 
him long ago if I had known 
how he felt — but my chief 
assistant never told me." 


One of the problems that 


business has not jet success- 
fully worked out is the proper 
balance between 
men and 


money, between short-term 
profit and long-term planning. 
If b'g government is guilty of 
wastefulness, big business, at 
the other extreme, is guilty of 
false economies. 


My friend's firm is divided 


into three departments. Each 
department has a head, and 
each head is responsible for an 
annual budget. At the end of 
the fiscal year, a department 
head feels he has been "suc- 
cessful" if he has kept within 
his budget and can show a 
good financial record. . 


But if this becomes the main 


object of an executive, he Is 


eventually going to be forced 
to sacrifice men of long-term 
value for gains of short-term 
worth., 
. Very often, the owner of a 
company — as in my friend's 
case — is unaware that his 
subordinates are presenting a 
handsome "paper" record at 
the expense of personnel. In 
most instances, he is both 
more generous and more 
farsighted than his assistants. 


The reason is easy to see. 


They are bucking for promo- 
tion, and it has been drilled in- 
to them that the firm's annual 
statement of position takes a 
No. 1 priority with the directors 
and the stockholders. This be- 


go whose weight would burden 
the statement. 


My friend was aghast at the 


thought of losing a valuable 
employe, yet he is at least 
partly 
to 
blame 
for 
the 


situation, 
by 
selecting 
an 


assistant who is long on dollar 
sense and short on human 
psychology. For the fundamen- 
tal value of a company is no 
greater than the morale of the 
men and women who work for 
it 


The rise of "the union in 


modern industrial society is as 
much a psychological as an 
economic event. The average 
employe feels an increasing 
sense of remoteness from the 
cote of his company; and it 
has only been in the last dozen 
years that many firms have 
wakened to the realization of 
their deficiencies in human 
relations. 


"Loyally" is an effective 


slogan only when an employe 
is convinced that his welfare 
takes precedence over the 
narrow ambitions of the chain 
of command.

Capt. Nelson Newcombe as he 
noticed wisps of thin white 
smoke spiraling over a cluster 
of, brown, thatched huts that 
made up the hamlet of An Huu. 


• .He .barked into .his radio: 
"Who the hell's burning down 
those houses? There'll be no 
burnings today, that's an or- 


.der." 
; 


Burned Dwelling 


The 
2nd Platoon 
of New- 


combe's company had m o v e d 
across a soggy, mile-wide pad- 
dyfield earlier in the day Thurs- 
day to .search for Viet Cong and 
enemy weapons. Shot at in the 
operation, they had put the 
torch to some of the meager 
dwellings. 


Newcombe again insisted over 


the radio that they slop. He had 
had enough of burning villages. 


Just the previous day, in a 
Parents of 


lightning raid on the nearby nursery class 
Linh Hoi One hamlet, his men 
had put the torch to a few 
houses still left standing after a 
long air bombardment and artil- 
lery barrage. 


Some newsmen reported what 


the troops had done, the head- 
quarters of Newcombe's divi- 
sion, the 1st Cavalry at An Khe, 
got ' upset, and explanations 
were demanded righfup the line 
to Washington. 
' 


Obeys Orders 


At the bottom of the line in 


rain - swept coastal v a l l e y s 
called the Crow's Foot, where 
the war is not a vague concep- 
tion of right and wrong but a 
brutal reality, Newcombe shook 
his head at all the fuss and 
obeyed orders. 


In a few short hours the reali- 


ty of the war struck home. 


Several tons of rice had been 


found in An Huu, and New- 
combe's platoon asked permis- 
sion to burn it. The company 
commander asked for an okay 
from higher up the line, then the 
request went higher. In the end, 
it was refused.

By. this time night was coming 


on. The platoon was looking un- 
easily at the thatched homes of 
An Huu, topping cavernous tun- 
nels that were excellent hiding 
places for people both friendly 
and unfriendly. 


Fire Erupts 


Told to burn neither the rice 


nor the village, the platoon 
moved out into the paddyfield 
for the long hike back to the 
company base. 


Just 50 yards out, fire erupted 


against them 
from 
skillfully 


hidden 
Communist positions 


around the village. One soldier 
on his first combat mission in 
Viet Nam was the first casualty, 
shot dead in the back. 


Losses were light over-all, but 


the platoon was pinned down for 
two hours until air strikes and 
artillery had silenced the snip- 
ers. 


Next day. when the Ameri- 


cans attempted to recover the 
body of a soldier left behind 
the previous night, the snipers 
opened up again. 


The GI comment was bitter. 


"Men dead and wounded just 
because 
we couldn't destroy 


enemy territory," one soldier 
said. "Are we in the Army or 
the Peace Corps?" 


Enemy Territory 


The cavalrymen were frus- 


trated for a lot of reasons. They 
were operating in recognized 
enemy territory. 


The hundreds of people in Ihe 


hamlets 
around 
the 
Crow's 


Foot, which snakes south from 
Bong Son, did not vote in the 
recent Vietnamese election. The 
Viet Cong saw to that. 


In past months North Viet- 


namese battalions have drawn 
sustenance from these fertile 
valleys. Over the hill behind 
burned-out Linh Hoi One hamlet 
is the twisted wreckage of 
U.S. Air Force F100 jcl shot 
down earlier in the week. 


Holes were punched in five 


•- U.S. Army 
helicopters 
by 


groundfire near Linh Hoi One 
and An Huu. 


Obvious Targets 


To the cavalrymen, then, the 


hamlets with their deep bunkers 
and trenches were obvious tar- 
gets for destruction. 


The argument against de- 


stroying villages is that this will 
destroy the hope of ever getting 
cooperation from the people. 


This argument often has been 
dropped, however, when U.S. 
troops have operated in incorri- 
gibly hostile areas. 
. 


Such an area was the Crow's 


Foot. U.S. planes dropped mil- 
lions of leaflets on the hamlets, 
warning residents that homes 
would be destroyed if the Viet 
Cong hid there. 


Began Burning * 


And the night before the mili- 


tary operation got under way, 
the commander of the 1st Cav- 
alry Division, Maj. Gen. John 
Norton, told this correspondent: 
"We have to do something about 
these villages. We know they 
are used by the enemy. But how 
far can you go?" 


When the rapid-fire assault 


began, Newco'mbe's t r o o p s 
burst through Linh Hoi One 
without seeing a soul. Believing 
the local population had fled 
along with the enemy troops, 
they began burning down the 
few houses that remained stand- 
ing. 


At this point scores of women, 


children and old men poured 


from deep hideouts under-the 
homes, 
angry 


They 
than 


appeared 
upset 
as' 


more 
they 


watched their flimsy dwellings 
go up in smoke. 


Newcombe 
figured that by 


burning down the'houses, the 
enemy would be preoccupied 
rebuilding them in the next few 
months and spend less time 
fighting the war. And the torch 
also would serve as a reminder 
that punishment was always 
near for those who forcibly op- 
posed the government. 


Realizing n e w s m e n were 


present, the division high com- 
mand ordered all burning to 
cease. 


The lesson that Newcombe, a 


studious officer from Auburn, 
Maine, learned was that the 
burning of a village must not 
only satisfy purely military ob- 
jections, which the cases of Linh 
Hoi and Huu amply, did. 


The politically explosive na- 


ture of news pictures and sto- 
ries of huts being deliberately 
destroyed must also be consid- 
ered.

Dirksen's Opposition

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


1966 
civil rights bill has been 


strangled in a Congress which 
passed civil rights bills in 1964 
and 1965. 
Why was this one 


killed Monday? There are a 
number of answers, not just 
one. 


Chief executioner was Sen. 


Everett M. Dirksen, Illinois Re- 
publican. President Johnson can 
be given some of the blame, 
even though it was his bill. Ne- 
gro civil rights leaders are split 
on what they want and how to 
get it 


One of them, the most ex- 


treme, 
Stokely 
Carmichael, 


called the civil rights bill a 
sham and said early he would 
not support it. 


Negro riots and the angry or 


shocked white 
reactions un- 


doubtedly were elements in the 
defeat. This violence, and some 
of the Negro leadership's ex- 
tremism, alienated white mod- 
erates and liberals and hard- 
ened even more the opposition 
of white segregationists. 


The senators who killed the 


bill were conscious of all these 
factors. The mail of some of 
them reportedly had been run- 
ning 40 to 1 against the legisla- 
tion. 


Lost Momentum 


One thing is clear as 1966 


heads toward a close: The civil 
rights movement in this coun- 
try, because of violence and ex- 
tremism, has lost momentum 
and support. 


Johnson presented the bill late 


to Congress, April 28, which 
some think was much too late. 
Besides, he did not give the 
impression, as battle surged 
around his proposal, that he was 
making a very vigorous fight for 


Dirksen, the Senate Republi- 


can leader, said when he first 
saw the bill that its open 
housing section was unconstitu- 
tional. The House watered down 
this section before passing the 
bill and sending it to the Senate. 


Then .Dirksen decided he was 


against the whole measure. This 
was the finishing touch since the 
Democratic leadership needed 
his help in rallying Republican 
Senate support. 


Showdown Vote 


The" reason vthe support "was 


needed was that Southern Dem- 
ocrats were going to try to fili- 
buster the bill to death. To shut 
off debate a two-thirds Senate 
vote was needed, meaning a 
combination of Republican and 
non-Southern Democrats. 


On the showdown vote Mon- 


day a majority of the Republi- 
cans refused to vote to shut off 
debate. The majority of Demo- 
crats, joined by 10 Republicans, 
were not enough to make up the 
needed two-thirds After the de-
